AFTER more than four hours’ delib- 
eration the jury in the Caleb Powers 
case at Georgetown returned a verdict 
•t 11:20 o’clock Saturday morning find- 
ing the prisoner guilty and fixing the 
punishment at death In the afternoon 
a formal motion for a new trial was 
made and overruled. Special Judge 
Kobblns sentenced Powers to be bang- 
ed on Wednesday, November 25. Ao 
appeal was granted and the defense 
was given until the eighth day of the 
October term of the Scott Circuit 
Court to file a bill of exceptions. This 
suspends the sentence pending a decl 
sion of the appeal. The verdict Is a 
thoroughly satisfactory one to all lov- 
ers of justice and especially to those 
who do not sanction assassination and 
who believe that every mao who figur- 
ed In the damnable plot of murdering 
Gov.
